R etiring ’o her room at the b orne 
of Tier father, the girl w rote a b rief 
note, the contents of which are m a in ­ 
tained a profound secret, and w ithin 
an hour dran k an ounce and a half of 
strong carb olic acid. 
W hen the atten tion of the frm lly 
w as attra c te d l ‘y he r m oaning a m o­ 
m e n t later, calls were hastily se n t for 
two physicians. 
Both arrived w ithin 
a few momf^nt^s. b ut found tha t the 
targe q uantity of the noison ta k e n b y 
the unfortunate girl had com pletely 
paralyzed her en tire system a n ! ren ­ 
dered all the ir efforts to revive the 
patient futile. 
She w as dead w ithin 
tw enty m inutes after tak in g the poi­ 
se * , 
Kinne, who. it is said, was com­ 
pelled to m arry the girl, is an em ­ 
ploye of the G reat W este rn refinery, 
and last night v'as still In town. F eel­ 
ing is intense, and it is like.y tha t 
he w ill b e forced to leave. 
T he dead 
girl cam e from a respectab le fam ily, 
her parents having m oved to E rie 
several years aeo. 
She is said to have b een a ouiet, 
unassum ing girl, and with the terrib le 
circum stances which resulted in he r 
resolve to b ury m em ory in self-de­ 
struction are a shock to her acq uaint- 


ances.

a cupful
